Railway Rate Regulation.

Edltor of Tho Tlmea-Dlapatch:
Gir,.After twenty-flvo or more years

tt reatrlctlvo leglslation, whlch haa prc-
vented tho railwnya from carrylng out
thelr own methoda of malntalnlng uni-
form rates, and haa encouraged unre-
utrlcted compotltloii; and after twenty
yeara' operation of tho lnler-Stute Com-
morco law, with all the declslona of tho
Inter-State Commerce Commission mado
under It. wo are atill without any dlatino-
tlvo deUnltlon of Just and roasonablo
rates; whlch goea to provo that clrcum-
Btancoa and conditions, whlch Infhieneo
rates, aro too Intrlcate nnd variable to-
admlt of easy deflnltlou of tho prlnoiples
by whlch to determlne whether rallway
rates aro Juat and reaaonable otherwlso.
With tho peralntont reductlon ln ralea

wldch has continued for many years
past. there should be no occasion now to
chargo the rallways wlth exiortlon, hut
charges of "dlscrlmlnatlon" are so fro-
quent that tho Idea aenma to provall that
all dlscrlrninatlons In rates are unjust
and should be prohiblted by lajv.
The claBslflcation of" frelght wlth refer-

once to bulk, welght, value und other
conditions la ltaelf a dlacrimlnallon, and
tho dlfferenee ln ratea on tho samo
classes of frelght, or for thu same com-
modlty, rnakjes further dlacrlininatlon wlth
referepce to dlatance, competJtloii be¬
tween carriera, and betweon rlvol cltles
and towns, rendered necessary by the
relatlve coat of transportation, the dc-
mand of commerce, and other cltcum-
stancoa and condltlona.
The rapld development/ot tho South

would not havo been posalble without dis-
crlmination in ratea wheroby Southern
producers and Southern manufacturors
were enabled fco meet. compotlUon in
marketa oj; thla and other countrlea.;
The Southern tranaportatlon lines have

not necessarlly been gulltyipf tinjust dls¬
crlmlnatlon ln so adjustlng thelr ratea as
to promoto the doveloptngnt of the re-
eourcea of tho Southrmitrhave-merely
followed what has been a practico In thls
and other countrles, aa can be eaally. detn-
onatratod. That auch has beon tho prac--
tlce on English rallroads'ls atteated by
the'1 follqwlng.quotatlon i from a. recent..
publlcatlon by W. M. Acworth, entltlod,'"
"The ElementB of Rallway Economlca."
"To take each class of frelght by ltaelf,

and measuro tho reasonableness of
charges by referenco to tho cost of irans-
portlng that partlcular clasa, .though It
might aeem abatractodly Juat,- would
noRher be practlcablo for." tho carrlora
nor conslBtent wlth the, public lntereat.
Tho publlc: interest ia beat servod when
hto rate.8 aro ao apporllOncd- aa to on-
courago the large practlcable exchange
of products between dlfferent 8ectlon8 of
our country and wlth foreign countrlea;
nnd thla can only bo done by maklng
valuo an Important cohsideratlon. and
by placlng upon tho hlgher clasaea of
frelght some sharo of the burdon thnt
on a relutlvely oqual apportionment, if
service alono wero considered, would fall
upon those of less valuo. Wlth thls meth¬
od of arranglng tarlffs llttlo fault la
found, and perhaps nono at all by per¬
sons who consider tho subject from the
atandpoint of public Interest."
Two fundamontal prlnoiples havo been

¦ettled by tho Unlted States Euprcmo
Court, namoly:
lat. That tho publio has tho right to do-

mand that no moro be oxaoted from lt by
ithe carrler than the servlces rendered are
worth.
2d. That the rallway company ls ontl-

tlo.to ask a falr return on the value of
that which lt employa tor tho public
uonvonjonce.
Whether the rates are mado by tho

raiiway companies themselves or by a
Stato or lnter-Stato commlsaloh, thoau
requlromonta must bc compllod wlth, and
no unjust dlscrlmlnatlon or unduo prufer-
ence ln rates wlll be countenanced by the
courts. But to requii'o that thero shall
be no dlscrlmlnatlon of any sort would
deatroy tha wholo fabrlo of tho preaent
tariffs nnd aorlously lntarfero with tho
commorce of tho country.
Tho real question at Issue seema to bo

whether tho maklng of lnter-Stato ratos
by the rallway corporatlons, created by
tho Statea under tho restrlctlona of law and
tho aupervlslon of thu Intor-Stato Com¬
merco Commission, ehnll contlnue, or tho
natlonal government shall take practlcal
control ot the Stato corporatlons In uli
matters relatlng to Inter-State commerce
and deegate to a Federal commission the
power, to enforce such rates aa niaysnum
proper to them ln place of those they
may adjudgo to bo unjust and unreaaon-
ablo.
As It ls now, rates aro largoly tho result

of conference and agreomont betwoen tho
rallways and shlppnra, with whom they
are ln olose contnet through Intolllgeut
and tralned tralllo agents, who keep post.
od aa to the requlraments of commerce
and tho reaources of the «country, and
who should know how tiio agrioultural,
Industrlal and mlnlng Interests of each
soctlon can boat be dovulopod and tho In-
leroata of tho rallwaya thereby promoted.

If the ral.o-maklng power is transferred
to a Fodoral bureau, tho shlppera wlll
havo to mako tholr wants known ln
Washlngton and wlll encounter tho pro-
verbial dlllloultles and dolays engendor-
nd by concentration of power, and.bu-
reaucratlo methods of dolng hualnosa.
What are known ns "dlstonce tarlffa"

and "mlleago rates," or "soalod ratea,"
apply to a comparatlvely amall part of
tlie Inter-State trafflo, belng tlriilted to sln-
glb rallwaya or seotlonal parts of largo
syatems, whllo tho Jolnt traflle of whlch
tho intor-tritates business genorully con-
sists Is provlded for by what aro tormod
'".spoclal rate^1" whlch aro correjiuecl
wlth referonce to coiilhiorclnl roqulro-
meiitB only, except ln so far aa dlstanuo
ond other condltloiiB, oflfeetlng tho uotual
oost of movement, linllr.ato a llmlt below
whlch tralllo would ceuso to bu deslr-
able.
Tha propondoranco of tralllo movod by

spoclal ratea la not peoullur io thls coun¬

try, for tlie wrlter, nbovo quoted, auys of
tho Idnglisli rallway rutcs:
"Our mlleage rates, bpeuklng broudly,

only touch tho rotull business of tho
country. Tho wboleaalo tralllo, the largo
coiulgnmmits, tlto constant Interchungu
between great contron, me export, Import
and transit tracio-all thls Is douo'at whnt
aro called 'apecll' or Vxcoptlonur ratea.
"Called 'oxceptlonal,' thoy aro rather
